EDMONTON—Membets of the 
Legislature have set themselves 
a killing pace in an effort to 
hammer through a hefty part 
of their business by the end of 
this month. 

There’s a mountain of work— 
including the budget estimates— 
which have 'to be cleared by 
March 31, the end of the fiscal 
year. And to date, the plodding 
has been slow and laborious. 

As a result, Premier Manning 
found it necessary to ask Opposi- 
tion co-operation in a crash pro- 
gram of morhing, afternoon and 
night sittings. 

The premier introduced a mo- 
tion, seconded by Opposition 
Leader Harper Prowse, 'to sus- 
pend the House rule which sets 
aside Tuesday and Thursday af- 
ternoons for private members’ 
resolutions, The Opposition a- 
greed on the condition that pri- 
vate resolutions will be dealt 
with later.

Man's search for oil is the sub- 
ject of. an exhibition’ opened at 
the Saskatchewan Museum of Nat- 
ural History by the Honourable 
J. H. Brockelbank, Minister of 
Mineral Resources. The exhibition, 
prepared and sponsored by Imper- 
fal Oil Limited, will be on display 
for one-year. 


Mr. Brockelbank told 125 repre- 
sentatives of government, educa- 
tion, and cultural and art circles 
that “the thrilling story of man’s 
imaginative and courageous search 
for oil during the past century 
cannot help but hold our attention.

Boys’ club visits 
printing office 


On Tuesday évening a dozen 
boys of the 4 Square Club paid 
a visit to the Progress Office, 
along with their leaders. 

The boys were shown .the old 
method of type setting, when each 
letter was’ picked from a case of 
type by hand and then re-distrib- 
uted back into the case again by 
hand, and then thé contrast of 
typesetting on a linotype machine. 
This machine sets up the individ- 
ual characters in a solid line, any 
length up to five inches, and then 
redistributes the characters back 
into their own individual, channels, 
the operator appeared to them to 
be running a typewriter. They 
were also shown paper make- 
ready and the completed forms 
putting the print onto the news- 
paper. They also saw two job 
presses in operation, one printing 
ribbons for the curlers; the other 
running a form on paper at three 
thousand: impressions per hour.

After the official opening, the 
guests toured the exhibition, first 
of its kind in the museum. It uses 
modern display techniques to show 
how oil is formed, how geologists 
locate it and how it is taken from 
the earth, . 

A series of panels illustrates 
how prehistoric marine creatures 
once covered North America and 
are believed to have formed the 
basic matter which, under the in- 
fluence of millions of years of heat 
and pressure, eventually became 
petroleum. Other panels display 
maps of the prehistoric seas which 
once swarmed over the earth and 
over the years receded, leaving 
dry land in their place. 

Another series of panels illu-{ 
strates the difficulties of locating 
oil deposits in the various rock de- 
posits which: were once the beds 
of ancient seas and now are the 
hunting ground of oil geologists. 

A true-to-life display, complete 
with models, takeg the visitor to 
ty of field geologists search+ 
ing ¥or oil in western Canada. 
This is followed by a shadow box 
display. portarying the work of 
the seismic parties which, by set- 
ting off small explosions, and re- 
cording the pattern of resulting 
shock waves, search for under- 
ground strata which may contain 
oil. 

In another display shows an il- 
lustration of the Souris Valley 
fields and a sub-surface map out- 
lines the formations in thé Smiley 
field. An animated model. of a rot- 
ary drilling rig—the type used for 
drilling in this province—takes 
the visitor to the bottom of a well, 
where actual drilling operations 
are simulated.
